Indianapolis, Nor. 12.—The ejection 


canvessers of the counU« have made 
a report to the 8«cnrt»ry of State, 
with the exception of four and these 
have been secured by telegraphic ad- 
vices. The total vote for the hr-al of 
the ticket (Secretary) was 590.071, 
and the Republican plurality is 35.564. 
Two years ago the total vote on Gover- 
nor was 655.965, with Durbin, Republi- 
can, holding a plurality pver Kern, 
Democrat, of 25,163. This year the 
total vote fell off 65,884. but the Re- 
publican plurality is a fraction in ex- 
cess of 10.000 over what it was two 
years ago. 


The total Prohibition vote this year 


is 17,765, as against 18,451 two years 
ago. while the Populist* polled but 
1.367. as against 1.594 In 1900. Ex- 
amination shows htat the Socialists 
and Socialist Labor parties made sur- 
prising gains. Two years ago the So- 
cialist Labor people pollsid but 644, 
but this year the total foots up 1.731, 
a gain of almost threefold. Two year 
ago the Social Democrat 
vote was 


2,240. This year, under the name of 
Socialist, and with the same principles 
embraced in tbelr platform, they make 
a showing of 7.134. The Union Reform 
two years ago polled 227 votes, and 
this year disappeared entirely from 
sisrht. The Socialists this year de- 
veloped their principal strcnght In Al- 
len.

Washington. Nov. 12.—"The world's 


coal supply and trade" is the title of 
a monograph just issued by the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics. It shows 
that the United Slates &oi only leads 
the world In coal production but has 
advanced from third place to the head 
of the list since 1S80. In that year 
the United States produced 
one-fifth 


of the coal of the world; last year 
its production was one-third of the 
tota! of the world. The coal produc- 
tion of the United States has quad- 
rupled since ibSO, while that or the 
remainder of the world has not quite 
doubled. The three great «ml-prouuc- 
ing countries of the world are 
the 


United States, United Kingdom and 
Germany. These three countries pro- 
duce practically SO per cent, of the 
world's coal. Since 1880 the 
United 


States has increased her output by 
221,000,000 short tons, Germany by 103- 
000,000 tons, and the United Kingdom 
by 80,000.000. The relation of these 
three great coal-producing countries 
of the world's coal supply, and 
the 


growing importance 
of the 
United 


States in that relationship are indi- 
cated by the following table which 
phows the production in each of the 
three, and in ail other countries, in 
1880 and 190!. and the. actual increase 
and per cent of increase in each case:
